Flying Forts 
Proving Worth 
In Pacific War

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.— 
The U. S. army's 22-ton fly- 
ing fortress bombers are 
writing a new saga in aerial 
warfare in the far Pacific. 

These four-engined acrial bat- 
tleships, heavily armed and arm- 
ored, are smashing Japanese sup- 
ply lines, bases, transports, naval 
concentrations and air bases, all 
the way from the Philippines to 
the Dutch Indies and Malaya in 


the face of tremendous Japanese 
numerical superiority. Yet the 
day-by-day story of official cum- 
muniques shows they are more 
than holding their own, 

A check of official records on the 
Far Eastern front during the past 
two months tells of flying fortresses 
which were engaged frequently by! 
swarms of supposedly.faster and 
more manoeuvreable Japanese, 
fighter planes. There are five in-| 
stances cited, although there are| 
probably many others not reported. 
The box score shows 27 Japanese 
fighters downed against three insses 
of U. S, bombers—a nine to one) 


ratio.

vulnerable to attacks by swifter 
moving, more manoeuvreable fight- 
ing planes. Despite this, the 300- 
mile-an-hour Américan bombers are 
meeting the challenge, it’ appears,

The big bombers which were 
developed by the Boeing Airctalt 
Co, have written a flaming toll 
in the Macassar Strait. In this 
and other areas they have ac- 
counted for 16 ships destroyed 
and many others damaged. 

The total against Japanese ship- 
ping in the Far East includes the 
29,000-ton battleship Haruna, which 
was struck directly by bombs from 
a fortress flown by the late Capt. 
Colin P. Kelly, Jr, other sinkings 
included a destroyer, 10 transports, 
a cruiser, a tanker and two 
lighters. 

The remarkable performance of 
the big bombers, which carry crews 
ranging from six to nine men and 


cost about $300,000 each, is attribut- | 
ed by many to their ability to un- | 


load their explosives from altitudes 
of 35,000 feet or higher with ex- 
ceptional accuracy through use of a 
secret bombsight. 

Preliminary reports on the 
bombers have heartened high- 
ranking War Department officials, 
who have been boosting them as 
a kingpin in future U.S. military 
forces, They are to be a big part 
of President Roosevelt's program 
calling for 185,000 planes during 
the next two years, the last pub- 
lished schedule called for produc- 
tion of 1,000 big bombers a month 
when the multi-billion dollar air 
Program is in full swing. 

Britain gave the flying fortresses 
their baptism of fire in moderi 
aerial warfare. When the French 
army was still intact, the British

were only luke-warm to the big 
craft, which have a range of more 
than 3,000 miles. They preferred 
smaller bombers which could be 
produced faster and cheaper. 

But the fall of France changed 
the British attitude, since long- 
range performance was necessary to 
reach into Germany. They also 
wanted improvements ih the then 
existent models to include turbo- 
superchargers to permit higt-alti- 
ture flying, leak-proof gasoline 
tanks, power-driven gun turrets and 
more gunpower in the rear. These 
and more improvements have been 
incorporated in the newest models, 
some of which are in use in the 
Far East. 


“Today, Britain and other coun- 
tries are pleading with ever-in- 


creasing fervor for any of that 
type they can get. from one te 
1,000," Lieut. Gen. Henry H. 
Arnold, chief of the U.S. army air 
forces, said recently, 

Reports from abroad tell of these 
big ships making daylight and night 
raids over Germany recently at ale 
titudes up to 35,000 feet. Army of- 
ficials said they were “virtually 
immune” to anti-aircraft fire from 
the ground, and can “outdistance 
anything in Europe in fighter planes 
at an altitude of 32,000 feet or 
higher.” Virtually no trouble in 
manoeuvring or in mechanical 
failure under combat conditions has 
been reported, it was said.

OTTAWA, Feb. 4.—(CP)—De- 
fence Minister Ralston Tuesday 
night disclosed in the House of 
Commons receint Monday of a

Hong: Kong, including Canadians, > 


were at a “very rough guess” 
4,000 killed and wounded. 

The minister said it 1s estimated 
{het the whole Hong Kong @arri- 
son would number about 12,000. 

On the basis of the “very rough 
guess” in the message, previousiy 
received by the British war office, 
it was indicated about one-third of 
the garrison were casualties in the 
Japanese assault. 


“THIRD OF STRENGTH” 

Col. Ralston said that earlier the 
British embassy at Chungking had 
messaged that casualties among the 
Canadian troops at Hong Kong 
were difficult to estimate because 
communications with the Quebec 
Royal Rifles, one of the two Cana- 
diey regiments, had ceased. 

The message then said: “Guess, 
but only guess one-third of fight- 
ing-strength killed, wounded or 
taken prisoner during fighting, re- 
mainder presumably taken prison- 
ers on capitulation.” 

Some days ago it was announc- 
¢d that Canada's representation in 
the Hong Kong garrison was 1,885 
officers and men, mostly members 
of the Winnipeg Grenadiers and 
the Royal Rifles. 

Col, Ralston rose in the house to 
reply to statements altributed lo 
Rev. B. C. Eckardt of London, Ont, 
in a Toronto newspaper yesterday 
morning. The report said Mr. Eck- 
ardt in a speech had “charged the 
King government with deliberately 
withholding the Hong Kong cas- 
ualty list until after the Feb. 9 by- 
elections,” 


“ABSOLUTELY FALSE” 

“The statement made by this 
reverend gentleman of Welland, to 
the effect that information regard- 
ing casualty lists was being delibex- 
ately withheld until after the Feb 
9 by-election is absolutely false,” 
Col. Ralston said. 

“I can state that no casualty lists 
have been received respecting the 
Canadian expeditionary force at 
Hong Kong except those which have

3. Lack of parental control due to 
the preoccupation of parents. 

4. Additional facilities for easy 
crimes provided by the blackout 
and partial destruction and aban- 
donment of buildings containing 
objects of value. 

5. Preoccupation of police with 
wartime duties. 


HIGH WAGES 

6. Abnormally high wages paid to 
juveniles, and association of young- 
sters with older people of question- 
able standards, 

7. Disruption of schools and dis- 
organization of clubs and other 
established recreation centers. 

8, Wartime abandon. 

, Various experts differ regarding 
the relative importance of these 
different causes. One of the coun- 
try’s most eminent authorities, 
John A. F. Watson, of Southwark 
Javenile court, emphasizes the 
harmful effect of excessive wages 
and the breakup of family life. 
Many social workers place the 
principal blame on the breakup 
of school and club tife. All agree 
that shelter life during the black- 
out and bombings has raised Cain 
by making petty crime hopelessly 
easy and tempting. 

Watson explains the practical ef- 
fects of the various factors. 

“Even though the evacuation had 
worked perfectly,” he says, “it could 
not have replaced one important 
thing, namely, family life and the 

security of the home. The removal 
of children from their own homes 
has had most unpleasant emotional 
conseqences and has resulted in an 
army of unhappy children, the same 
sort of children you get in broken 
homes. And ordinarily, 75 per cent 
of the delinquent children come 
from broken homes, Evacuation has 
resulted in thousands of “broken 
homes.” There has been a lot of 
stupid talk about the prevalence of 
bedwetting among evacuee chil- 
dren. Any psychologist can tell 
you that it is sign of emotional dis- 
tress and the records show that 75 
per cent of all the evacuees who 
are accused of it never had done it 
at home. 


ANXIETY OF CHILDREN 

“Evacuations have also caused 
Great anxiety among the children 
because of worry over their par- 
ents’ safeiy and the feeling that the 
parent who acquiesced in the child's 
evacuation couldn't love him. 

“Early evacuations were combin- 
ed with educational chaos, For a 
year there were not any schools op- 
erating in many parts of London. 
Take, for example, the boy who was 
evacuated at the age of 13%. Let 
us say he remained in the country 
for three months, When he return- 
ed to London, he found no school, 
no Scouts organization and his 
father had -probably joined --the 
army. So he probably loafed 
around another three months until 
he was 14, when he was legally able 
to get employment.* Such a boy 
really does not have a chance, 

“At the same time, older chi'dren 
have been badly affected by the 
wholesale closing of schools, ciubs 
and Boy Scout meeting places. 
Many club leaders were called up 
and the premises were either com- 
mandecered by the government or 
destroyed by bombs. 

“The shelter system has dune

Selective Plan 
Armed Services 


OTTAWA, Feb. 4—(CP)—A 
plea to Prime Minister Macken- 
sle King to abandon the proposed 
conscription plebiscite and intro- 
duce a measure for selective 
compulsory service was made 
by one of his followers, Fred G. 
Hoblitsell (Lib. Toronto-Eglin- 
ton) in the House of Commots 
Tuesday night. 


“I implore him not to besmirch 
the honor and dignity of this great 
dominion,” Mr. Hoblitzell said.

Robert Fair (N.D., Battle River) 
urged that soldiers and their de- 
pendents and school teachers should 
receive the cost-of-living bonus. 

The provincial governments were 
having difficulty in maintaining 
their educational systems but the 
dominion should increase grants to 
the provinces so the bonus could be 
paid to teachers. 

Mr, Fair, on behalf of farmers, 
said that for some time Finance 
Minister Usley had been finding 
huge sums of money to pay war 
costs. If he could find money to 
pay “cost plus” to industries he 
should be able to guarantee cost 
of production to farmers. If he 
had difficulty finding the funds 
the New Democracy members in 
the house could tell him how to 
do it.

The whole coastal area of British 
Columbia, for a considerable distance 
inland, has been declared to be a pro- 
tected area, Within such an area alien 
enemies may reside only if and so long 
as the police do not suspect them of 
treachery. Two thousand Japanese na- 
tionals will accordingly be moved out 
of the coastal zone. But where they 
are to be moved is a question of some 
difficulty, for the reason that they are 
not wanted in any other part of Can- 
ada, Unless they can be allowed to 
earn a living in some practically un- 
populated district, they may end up in 
an internment camp, living at the pub- 
lic expense. 

At Ottawa, one of the British Col- 
umbia members proposed that General 
McNaughton be brought back from 
Britain to organize Canada’s defences, 
which in effect means the defences of 
British Columbia. 

These are healthy signs of recogni-

Mr. R. C. Vaughan, president of the 
National Railways, told a Montreal 
audience in detail on Monday what 
these services have been and are, and a 
summary of his address has been pub- 
lished. The facts sum up to the sur- 
prising result that the railways are now 
handling sixty per cent more traffic 
than they handled in the peak year of 
the former Great War. 

Had the railways peen leas extended 
or less efficient this of course could 
not be the case. From the production 
of raw materials in out-of-the-way 
places to the maintenance of air train- 
ing fields in isolated localities and the 
moving of men in thousands to points 
of embarkation, the national war effort 
would have been hampered and crip- 
pled but for the railway transportation

It was my desire tocomment on Hitler's 
speech delivered in Berlin last Friday, 

Obviously this speech is of the greatest 
importance in revealing what Mr. Hitler 
thought it worth while to tell the German 
people and the world, It is the first he has 
delivered since October 2nd—the first he 
has made since the re- 
verses in Russia, and the 
entrance of the United 
States into the war. 

It is also his first speech 
since the shake-up 
among the generals and 
dismissal of Brauchitsch.

Now we are at war, and that war must 
be waged not only at the front but in the 
political and psychological sphere, Hitler 
is a master of this form of warfare. An 
immense staff of expert workers, with 
pedantic thoroughness and perfect timing, 
assist him to know all about his enemies, 

Goebbels answers _ instantaneously 
every speech of Churchill or Roosevelt. 

Not an editorial adverse to the policy 
or personality of Roosevelt but finds its 
way to the point where it can be used. 
(And how effectively used we have seen 


' in the United States). For Hitler studies 


the internal political and social structure 
of the countries of his enemies, and looks 
for the weak points to make his break- 
throughs, 

The moment war was declared, it 
seemed obvious that we would launch a 
brilliant psychological warfare. The Am- 
erican press, and especially those mem- 
bers of it who had spent years following 
most carefully the developments in Ger- 
many, studying the inner structure of the 
Nazi party, and the divergenciés in policy 
between the various tendencies jin the 
movement and the nation would be able to 
contribute in a co-ordinated way, to turn- 
ing Hitler's weapons back upon himself. 

Since I have studied Hitler for nearly 
twenty years, I should like now to have 
contributed to the understanding of his 
situation now,

But I cannot comment on the Hitler 
speech, for I cannot find out what he said. 
Fantastic as it may seem, there is not, in 
the entire city of New York a complete 
German or translated transcript of this 
speech. And editorjals have been written 
and comments made on what the writer 
thinks he said—and sometimes on what he 
did not gay. 


The broadcasting companies took down 
the “high-lights,” by rapid translators at 
listening posts. It is absolutely impossible 
to do this accurately. Mrs, McCormick, in 
the Times, presumably commented on the 
C.B.S, version—a version that I received 
myself. In that version a startling state- 
ment appeared, “President Roosevelt will 
be spoken of as the creator of the greatest 
empire’—which Mrs. McCormick noted. 
I doubted that statement and so went to 
C.B.S. and had the Ediphone recording 
(very difficult for anyone not entirely ex- 
pert to follow) played back. Hitler never 
said anything of the sort, 

The A.P. carried the Transocean ver- 
sion, the one put out by the German gov- 
ernment. In every case where I have 
checked, these versions have been mis- 
translated, eliptical, and misleading. Even 
from what I know of the speech from 
checked back versions from the broadcast- 
ing companies. Transocean eliminates 
some of the most_revealing parts,

by the New York Times—brought thirty

hour and fifty-three minutes. 
Tass, the Russiansagency, had pn the 
broadcasting company’s inaccurate high- 


lights. 
No Complete Text 


We have a Co-ordinator of Information, 
with New York offices, from which em- 
anate broadcasts for our political warfare 
on Germany and elsewhere.

The Mutual Shortwave Broadcasting 
Room “didn’t think we recorded the 
speech—weren’t particularly interested.”

A British woman with six months’ 
clothing coupons can buy a suit, a long- 
sleeved woollen dress and two pairs of 
stockings. In Germany the same number 
of coupons would buy only an unlined ate 
tificlal jacket and one pair of stockings. 
In Italy they would gepresent only a dress 
and a pair of shoes of the poorest quality, 
probably made of paper, straw, or glass. 

For a man six months’ coupons in 
Britain would buy a suit, a vest, and a pair 
of socks; in Germany they would buy only 
a pair of trousers, a vest and socks; or in 
Italy a suit of very poor quality, and shirt, 
which would not last long.

Sugar 


It may interest—and profit—read- 
ers to know what exactly are the re- 
straints imposed upon them by the 
order of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board respecting the purchase and use 
of sugar. Here are the mandatory 
clauses of the order: 

“Ration” means three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar per person per week. 

“No person shall in any week pur- 
chase or otherwise acquire a greater 
amount of sugar for personal or house- 
hold consumption than two weeks’ 
ration of sugar for such person and 
each person in his household; 

“No person shall purchase any sugar 
for personal or household consumption 
if he and the other persons in his house- 
hold together have in their possession 
or control more than two weeks’ ration 
of sugar; 

“No person shall in any week use 
more sugar for personal and household 
consumption, including home cooking 
and preserving, than the quantity of 
the ration defined in this Order; pro- 
vided, however, that, in the case of a 
household of two or more persons, it 
shall be sufficient compliance with the 
requirements of this paragraph if the 
consumption of sugar by all persons in 
his, household is not greater than the 
aggregate amount of the individual 
ration of each person in his household.” 

Farmers and others living far from 
stores may purchase more than the 
stipulated amounts at one time, pro- 
vided the consumption restrictions are 
observed, Special regulations may be 
made during the canning and preserv- 
ing season. Hospitals and other public 
institutions, and individuals for cause, 
may obtain permits to use more than 
the stated amounts. A retailer may 
refuse to sell sugar if he thinks the 
purchaser is trying to evade these reg- 
ulations, but is not compelled to do so. 
The penalties for buying or using more 
than the amounts specified are severe, 
running even to a fine of $5,000. 

For the time the public are put upon 
honor to thus help conserve the sup- 
plies, which are at present ample but 
certain to diminish; enforcement mach- 
inery not having been created. But be- 
hind the appeal stands full authority 
to investigate, search premises, and 
punish, ere patriotism fails, the 
penalty is liable to fall at any time.

Will Reduce Representation 
of Other Provinces 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA.—The shift in distribution of 
Canadian population disclosed by figures 
from the census division of the bureau of 
statistics marks historic changes in the 
political and economic structure of this 
country. 

As Hon. J. A. MacKinnon, minister of 
trade and commerce, pointed out in releas- 
ing the figures to the press, the next par- 
liamentary redistribution on the basis of 
1942, whatever the changes of constitu- 
ency boundaries must involve a reduction 
in membership of three seats in Manitoba 
and four in Saskatchewan, 

This means a shift in the balance be- 
tween east and west, between which, a 
conflict on tariff and other economic pol- 
icies has existed for years. It méans also a 
shift between the English-speaking and 
French-speaking groups in parliament, for 
the net loss of seven members will come 
out of the prairie representation which is 
largely English-speaking. 

The changes in parliamentary represen- 
tation therefore affect the bargaining posi- 
tion of the prairies in the seat of govereign 
power in Ottawa. The position of Quebec 
has been strengthened, for the big French- 
speaking province contains 29 per cent of 
the Canadian population compared with 
27.6 per cent in 1931. 


Representation 


The question of parliamentary repre- 
sentation is of immediate interest. The 
western provinces have not in the past 
decade kept step with the general growth 
of Canadian population.

Anything which may force Eire into the 
war or violate Irish neutrality is thus 
regarded as something to be avoided. 
Some Irishmen argue that the entry of the 
United States troops into Ulster offers 
the Germans an excuse to invade. Others 
are fearful lest the A.E.F. is the forerunner 
of an American invasion of Eire. 

There is widespread uneasiness that the 
assembly of United States troops may be 
used as a threat, combined with economic 
pressure, to force Erie to hand over bases 
to Britain or the United States. 

De Valera has stated, as recently as 
Jan. 17, that no pressure has been brought 
to bear by either country. That does not 
relieve anxiety that pressure may not be 
used, 

Eire’s rulers are determined not to give 
way no matter how great the pressure or 
how stringent the conditions may become. 

While some members of the govern- 
ment speak of the resentment felt by the 
Trish at the A.E.F, in Ulster, the reaction 
of the public appears to be more one of 
uneasiness than that the A.E.F. should 
move into Eire, 

Some, it is true, feel with McGilli- 
cuddy, Nationalist member of the Ulster 
parliament from Londonderry, that the 
Americans in Ulster are the same as 
though the Japs went into occupied France 
alongside the Germans. That feeling is 
most rare. 


Opposition View 


Few people in Eire it appears mind the 
Americans’ presence in the North so long 
as they do not come South.

James Dillon, deputy leader of the Cos- 
grove (opposition) party, who is regarded 
by the government as pro-British, has ex- 
pressed relief at the Americans’ arrival. 

“I expect the Germans to invade,” he 
said, “and I am glad to know that there 
are troops in the North who will come to 
our assistance.” 

His views definitely are not shared by 
the government nor by all members of

While the government is aware that 
the defense of Eire will be most difficult 
should Eire be invaded, it feels that Eire’s 
position has slightly improved lately with 
the receipt of some arms purchased from 
Britain,

The provisos did not prove sufficient to 
save Manitoba and Saskatchewan from a 
loss but they did save Alberta which on 
the basis of population alone would suffer 
loss of two seats. 

The basis of parliamentary representa- 
tion, as every school child has been taught, 
is the 65 members allotted to Quebec by 
the constitution. Thus in 1931 the popula- 
tion of Quebec was reported to be 2,874,- 
255, exclusive of Ungava, giving a unit of 
representation of 44,186. The 1941 census 
showed a Quebec population of 3,317,241, 
giving a unit of representation of 51,034. 


Provisos 


To find out the representation to which 
each province is entitled, divide its popu- 
lation by 51,034. But the matter does not 
end there, and two constitutional provisos 
exist. One was added in 1915 by the Bor- 
den government, providing that no prov- 
ince shall have fewer members than it 
has senators. 

So the absolute minimum house mem- 
bership is the number of senators appoint- 
ed for the province, and the maritime 
provinces of Prince Edward Island and 
New Brunswick are reduced to that mini- 
mum already. Senate representation, as 
fixed by the B.N.A. Act and its amend- 
ments, follow: 

1, Ontario—24 senators. 

2. Quebec—24 senators. 

3. Maritime provinces—2é4 senators, dis- 
tributed P.E.I., 4; N.S., 10; and N.B. 10. 

4. Western provinces—24 senators, dis- 
tributed six each to Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia. 

This set-up dates from 1915, and there 
would be a case, if the western provinces 
cared to argue it, for greater western re- 
presentation in the senate, Actually wes- 
tern opinion is more pronounced than that 
in any other section of Canada against 


the senate. 
Modified Rule 


There is another clause, Sec. 51 (4) in 
the original B.N.A, Act that provides that 
no province shall lose membership in the 
house of commons unless its population, 
as shown by census, has been reduced in 
proportion to the entire Canadian popula- 
tion by one-twentieth from the proportion 
existing in the previous census.

The representation to which each 
province would be entitled on the basis 
of population is shown in an accompany- 
ing tabulation, along with actual member- 
ship in house and senate, the proportion 
each province represents in the whole and 
the change ere) in that proportion 
between 1931 and 1941. 


Several Changes 


In the past there have been several 
important changes in the parliamentary 
balance as a result of census reports. In 
1896, for instance, Ontario had 92 mem- 
bers and its group receded steadily to 82 
and may in the future come down further 
to the basic Quebec level of 65 members. 

Such a balance would bring important 
changes in the political character of par- 
liament. 

Taking a longer view, Professor Frank 
Scott, in “Canada Today,” forecast that 
by 1971 the French-Canadian element of 
the population would outnumber that of 
British descent and that a progressive ex- 
tension of French influence in Canada 
could be expected. The 1941 census bears 
out this view, and the trend apparently 
can be reversed only by increased immi- 
gration or by the increased birth rate 
among English-speaking citizens. 

There is a constitutional provision that 
parliamentary membership must be ad- 
justed to the census returns, with the pro- 
viso mentioned, though the readjustment 
will not take effect until the end of the 
present parliament. 

Under Sec. 51 (4) of the B.N.A. Act, no 
province shal] suffer loss of membership 
in the house of commons unless the pro- 
portion of its population to that of Canada 
as a whole is diminished by five per cent 
or more, The three prairie provinces along 
with Prince Edward Island and Ontario 
suffered a loss of proportion, but the loss 
in Saskatchewan was 12.4 per cent, that in 
Manitoba 6.2 per cent. 

The change of Alberta’s position was 
only minus two percent, and in Ontario's 
position, minus .5 per cent, so these prov- 
inces avoided losing house membership 
otherwise justified on the basis of propor- 
tionate population. 

A striking fact of the census is that 
only Saskatchewan suffered an absolute 
loss of population between 1931 and 1941.

Mr. Gerhart, speaking in the 
debate on the throne speech, sald 
that individual farmers in his 


constituency had been able to | 


make settlements with the banks 
for amounts ranging from 80 cents 
down to 20 cents on the dollar, 
but that those who borrowed un- 
der the group joint-guarantee plan 
had been able to make no such 
settlements. 

The provincial government. he 
said, had given a guarantee on 
these loans, over and above the far: 
mers’ joint guarantees, and he urg: 
ed that steps be taken by the gov- 
ernment to bring about an equitable 
settlement. 

Mr. Gerhart stated that, when 
drought struck the “special areas” 
of his riding, few farmers could 
borrow on their own credit, and 
they formed groups to guaraniee 
each other's loans. Subsequent to 
this, the government guaranteed 
Joans to farmers in these groups. 

“When trouble came to these 
areas, some of the farmers paid up 
their indebtedness but most of 
them couldn't,” he said. 

He said that those farmers who 
had individual loans had gone to 
the banks, and that “the banks 
made fair settlements for as little 
as 20 cents on the dollar.” 

However, he added, when farmers 
who had borrowed under the group 
plan asked to be able to make pay: 
ments in settlement, they were in- 
formed by the banks that they could 
only deal with them through the 
groups. 

With the government guarantee 
behind these group credits, he sa:d, 
the banks so far were demanding 
full payments. 


SCORES “U.” SENATE 

Many of these farmers, he said, 
were willing to liquidate all their 
assets if it was possible to discharge 
their debts, but they did not wish 
to liquidate their holdings and still 
have a deficiency debt hanging over 
them, 

The Coronation member, in his 
opening remarks, scored the re- 
fusal of the University of Alberta 
senate for its refusal to grant an 
honorary degree to Premier Wm. 
Aberhart. He stated that certain 
Calgary lawyers on this senate 
had worked to prevent the honor 
to the premier in order “To bid 
for the favor of the prime minis- 
ter and the department of jus- 
tice at Ottawa.” 

Stating that it was “Becoming 
difficult to say anything against 
the Dominion government without 
being termed disloyal,” Mr. Gerhart 
declared that the maximum war ef- 
fort could not be reached until the 
monetary reform policies *of the 
Social Credit party were adopted. 

He said that the federal price 
control was in reality the “just 
price” advocated in peace time by 
Social Credit. and that “debt free 
money would complete the pic- 
ture.”

Expect Budget 
In Legislature 
Late Next Week 


The Alberta budget will be 
brought down in the legislature 
“in the latter part of next week,” 
| it was rearned Wednesday from 

Premier William Aberhart, 

This is unusually early in an or- 
dinary session, for the budget, as it 
will be less than two weeks from 
the opening day of the legislature. 

In caucus on Tuesday, the pre- 
mier said, discussion continued on 
the Dominion-provincial tax trans- 
fer agreement and legislation to 
ratify this agreement will be intro- 
duced in the legislature, “almost im- 
mediately.” 

The budget has been reported by 
Hon. Solon Low, provincial treas- 
urer, as an “economy budget.” Be- 
fore the house opened the treasurer 
stated that there would be no 
new taxes and no tax increases. 
PENSION INCREASE 

However, since the opening, 
Socia] Credit members in caucus 
have called for an increase of $5 a 
month in old age pensions and also 
an increase in mothers’ allowances. 

The throne speech debate has 
brought forth support for this idea 
from both sides of the house, 

The cost of such an increase has 
80 far not bees provided for in the 
budget, it is icarned, and it was 
stated recentiy ty the premier that 
an ultimate consumers’ sales tax 
or an increase in liquor prices 
might be the means of financing the 
pension boost. 

MISSING ITEMS 

An item that will be missing from 
the budget will be income and cor- 
poration tax estimates. This will 
be replaced by a Dominion grant of 
$4,089,000. 

It is not known what account has 
been taken in the estimates of a 
possible reduction of revenue from 
gasoline tax and car licenses as re- 
sult of gasoline ad tire rationing 
effective this year.

The lasting relief of bronchial 
asthma depends upon: 

1—The development of a strong 
diaphragm which allows the patient 
to breathe, with perfect freedom of 
movement, 

2—The avoidance of foods espe- 
cially likely to cause gas, such as 
onions, garlic, cooked cabbage, 
dried beans, etc. 

3—The avoidance of foods known 


to produce excessive mucus in pa- 
tients with an asthmatic tendency. 
These foods include starches, 


sugars, and dishes made from the 
combination of these, whereas the 
average person in good health who 
is exercising vigorously may be 
able to use such foods without an 
excess of mucus being formed. in 
those with asthma the use of thesé 
foods will almost invariably bring 
about an increase of mucus secre- 
tion. 

I have yet to find a method ap- 
proaching the fasting and dieting 
treatment in the satisfactory relief 
of asthma. The fast will usually 
take away the wheezing within the 
first 48 hours and in many instances 
will relféve it within 24 hours. 

Patients who have been experi- 
encing attacks for many years seem 
to recover as rapidly as those in 
whom the disorder is beginning, 
and the improvement during the 
fast is so rapid that even patients 
who had given up all hope are con- 
vinced of the efficiency of the treat- 
ment. :

A sponge bath would be prefere 
able if the baby were feverish. 
Otherwise, I think a nice warm 
bath in a very warm room, with 
a good rub afterwards and warm 
clothes, really would make the 
baby feel better. 

The skin is one important organ 
of elimination and because the baby 
is so inactive and so swaddled with 
clothes, it is even more essential a 
that he have a cleansing bath daily a 
and fresh, clean clothes. 

Babies, sick or well, do have daily 
baths unless they are so ill and 
weak that handling them would be 
even more weakening to them. 

Have the room in which the baby 
is bathed warmed to at least 73 
degrees or more. Heat the bath 
water so that the temperature by 
bath thermometer is about 98 to 
100 degrees. Keep the baby wrap- 
ped in a good-sized Turkish towel 
or a sheet blanket while the face is 
washed. So long as the baby has a 


ted.

Control On Wednesday Morning 


DDRESSING a representative group of Edmonton club women at a 


meeting in the Macdonald hotel 


on Wednesday morning, Mrs, Frank 


Ryan, Winnipeg, brought a vital war message to women of the whole 
district, telling them of the part they will be asked to play in the war 


effort of Canada. 


Mrs. Ryan is in Edmonton as a representative of the Wartime Prices 


and Trade Board. Hers was the task «+ 
of conducting the preliminary meet- 
ing in Edmonton, to set up working 
committees of women throughout 
the district and to anticipate the 
meeting in late February when 
Miss Byrne Hope Sanders will ad- 
dress Edmonton women. 

A committee was nominated to 
look after details of the late-Feb- 
ruary meeting. A further commit- 
tee will appoint representatives 
throughout the district to carry on 
a program of meetings until the 
women of the whole district are 
behind the government project of 
price control, 

“After the mass meeting,” said 
Mrs. Ryan in an interview Thurs- 
day, “there will be small meetings 
all over the district, so that in the 
end, all the women will be co- 
operating in the gigantic project of 
government price control.” 


|85 PER CENT PURCHASING 

“Canada’s women,” said Mrs 
Ryan, “do eighty-five per cent of 
all the purchasing in the country 
They are the largest group of pur- 
chasers with the exception of the 
government. 

“It will be their duty and privi- 
lege,” she continued, “to prevent 
undo rise in the cost of living, by 
their own persona] and group re- 
cording of prices and price change. 
Through their records, and the ac- 
tion of the advisory board appoint- 
ed, it is Hoped and expected that a 
rigid form of price control will be 
effected. 

“There are 1,800,000 articles sold 
in the 300,000 shops in Canada,” she 
went on. “But there are only 50 
per cent of the factories producing 
civilian goods as previously, the 
others having been absorbed into 
actual war production. With the 
million new purchasers, people who 
are in industry and the war ser- 
vice today who weren't some 
months ago, there will be increased 
demands for articles from. these 
factories, 

“In the first Great War,” she con- 
tinued, “80 per cent of the factories 
kept on producing civilian goods, 
Prices rose in an alarming manner. 
After the war, with the let-down 
of the purchasing power of soldiers 
and civilians alike, 21,000 firms 
went bankrupt. 


KEEP PRICES DOWN 

“It is the business of women, 
under this project, to keep prices 
down, to see that bidding for goods 
does not get too keen, and that the 
prices therefore do not rise because 
of scarcity. Money saved from civil- 
ian buying must be turned into the 
war chest by the purchase of war 
savings certificates and Victory 
bonds. 

“Each woman will be asked to 
keep a record—to question any rise 
in price—and to complain if unwar- 
ranted rises are seen. Each woman 
in each club across Canada will be 
given information and a record to 
keep in this project. It will be thus 
the householder's whole war-time 
job to maintain security on the 
home front by rigid guarding of the | 
prices of commodities,
